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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Christiano et 
al 6139179. 

The Christano et al reference teaches a screw 40, which has a barrier flights 42, 44, 
46, 48, 52 and a barrel 12 with plural grooves 38 extending in the longitudinal direction 
seen in figure 1, column 4, lines 42-50, hatched lines, whereby in section B, the groove 
may inherently cause movement of material from the solid matter channel to the melt 
channel at each segment of the screw barrel.
